He submitted a 
statement showing that 2,388 of the 
13,258 employes have been in the 
employ of the company from ten to 
sixty years. He told of the working 
of the relief fund and said that since 
the strike the miners had lost 110 
days at 28 different collieries, thus 
reducing the 
production of coal by 


the company 92,561 tons. In reply 
ts a. question by the miners' couuael 
the witness said he got his Informa- 
tion about the 
lost time from the 


foremen of the mines. 


NUMBER OF DAYS LOST.

Caracas, stating that Minister Bowen 
had left the port of La Guaira on the 
United States dispatch boat Dolphin. 
This telegram announcing the min- 
ister's departure did not state what 
port he expected 
to make 
in the 


United States. 
The navy

ment was informed that the boat 
would stop first at Kingston, 
Ja- 


maica, for coal.

will have to be a pronounced change 
of front by the lighting people if the 
matter is ever to reach a stage where 
It can be sent to the council for rati- 
fication of contract. 


WHERE THE HITCH IS. 


Two points 
constitute 
the rock, 


upon which the negotiations split. 
One of these is the demand of tha 
city authorities that Fort Wayne re- 
ceive a revenue of 2 per cent, of the 
gross earnings of the lighting com- 
pany in exchange for its franchise. 
The second and most important of, 
the stipulations upon 
which 
the 


board of works insists is "that- th«*" 
contract shall contain a specification 
which will enable the city to acquire 
the plant by purchase at stated times 
if It should desire to do so. Both oi 
these stipulations 
have been met 


with violent opposition 
from, 
the 


electric lighting people, the purchas- 
ing clause being especially distaste- 
ful to them. 


Something like half a dozen meet- 


ings have been held 
between the 


board and the lighting company, at 
which the franchise has been gone 
over step by step and upon some 
points, among them the matter of 
prices, 
there has been a tentative 


agreement. The board has, however, 
persistently declined to advance the 
matter to the city council until there 
was explicit agreement upon every 
point involved. 


WHAT MAYOR WILL DO. 


The city authorities 
have never 


lost sight of the original idea 
to 


make provision whereby 
the city 


might acquire its own lighting plant, 
but there has been grave difference 
of opinion concerning 
the advisa- 


bility of immediately 
embarking 


upon such an enterprise.

face of the present halt in the nego- 
tiations between the city officials and 
the 
lighting 
company, 
howe/ver, 


Mayor Berghoff stated this morning 
that unless the company was willing

exclusive municipal lighting.

M A D E L E By FIRE 


E'ght-Story Factory Building 


in New York Destroyed— 


Half Million Loss. 


New York, Jan. 
13.—Fire early 


today completely destroyed the eight 
story building at 
Allen and East 


Houston streets, which was occupied 
by Fayerweather & Ladew, manu- 
facturers of leather belting. 
The 


loss will exceed half a million dol- 
lars. 


The firm had 1,000 employes, who 


will temporarily be out of employ- 
ment. 
Large quantities of oil and 


grease were stored in the building 
and these made the fire fiercely hot 
and caused two explosions. One of 
them nearly caught a squad of fire- 
men with sheets of flame, and as a 
result of the other a water tower of 
the fire department was destroyed. 
The occupants of all near-by build- 
ings, including several thickly popu- 
lated tenement houses, were driven 
out. A portion of one of the walls 
fell on the Second avenue elevated 
railroad structure and crushed a 
girder. 
A fire battalion of fifteen 


men working on the railroad just got 
out of the way in time to save their 
lives. The origin of the fire has not 
been ascertained. 


While ith« loss on the building was 


estimated at about $300,000, George 
Hull, one of the 
managers of the 


belting firm, said that stock valued 
at over $500,000 had been destroyed. 
The firm carried $621,000 insurance. 
Edward Ladew said that their em- 
ployes who had been 
temporarily 


thrown out of work would be sent to 
the firm's factories at Fall River, 
Mass., Newark, N. J., and Char- 
lotte, N. C. 


FUNERAL OF P. J. WISE. 


All that is mortal of Platt J. Wise, 


the aged man who was for nearly 
half a century connected with offi- 
cial life in Allen county, was laid to 
rest in Lindenwood on Sunday, and 
despite the bitter cold and the driv- 
ing snow storm prevailing, a very 
large number 
of old friends paid 


their last tribute of respect in fol- 
lowing his remains 
to the tomb. 


During the day hundreds of former 
acquaintances of the former deputy 
sheriff viewed the remains at the 
Peltier undertaking 
establishment. 


The funeral services were in charge 
of Fort Wayne lodge No. 14, I. O. 0. 
F., and many members of that fra- 
ternity were in attendance. Rev. A. 
W. Seabrease officiated. 


Mr. Wise's death in Chicago early 


Friday morning was due to pneu- 
monia, the enfeebled condition of the 
aged man mating it impossible for 
his constitution to withstand the at- 
tack. In a fall shortly before Christ- 
mas Mr. Wise had sustained a dis- 
location of one of his hips, but it is 
not believed that the accident has- 
tened his death. 
Thursday after- 


noon the patient's condition became 
so serious that it was deemed advis- 
able to remove him to the Presby- 
terian hospital. He failed rapidly, 
soon sank into unconsciousness and 
death ensued at an early hour Fri- 
day.

Statistics of the Department 


Shown in Report of the 


Superintendent- 


superintendent Gorsline has com- 


pleted his annual 
report and this 


morning made it public. The report 
reflects credit on the police depart- 
ment O.B a, whole, the men at the head 
of it and every patrolman 
on the 


force. 
The city has been kept in 


the best condition and there have 
been very few complaints made. The 
year past has not been what might 
be called a busy one in police circles 
for there were not 
a great many 


criminal cases up before the depart- 
ment's notice. The work of the de- 
tective department has been very 
creditable and the cases which have 
fallen to their portion have been well 
handled. 


The force at present consists of 42 


men, 
including the electrician and 


all the special" officers, such as sta- 
tion master, clerks, detectives and 
drivers. 
The average age of the 


force is forty 
years, 
the average 


weight 197% pounds and the aver- 
age height 5 feet 10% inches. Twen- 
ty-six of the men are from Indiana, 
four from Ohio and one each from 
Massachusetts, Maryland, 
Wiscon- 


sin and Michigan. Four of the offi- 
cers are from Germany and one each 
are from Scotland, Franc* and Ire- 
land. 


The total number of arrests made 


during the year was 859, of which 
the greater number was for Intoxi- 
cation, 399. Vagrancy came next 
in line with 114, followed by train 
climbers with 42. 
Petit larceny 


was down on the roll for 40 and as- 
sault and battery had 38 marked to 
its credit. The rest of the report in- 
cluded prostitution 
15, association 


with prostitutes 7, and gambling 2, 
with a long list of ones and twos for 
various other offences. 


In looking over a list of the pris- 


oners' ages it is found that men be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 30 are the 
greater offenders, more of them be- 
ing arrested than those of any oth- 
er ages. Between the ages of 10 and 
20, 143 were arrested; 20 and 30, 
270; 30 and 40, 199; 40 and 50, 130; 
50 and 60, 75; 60 and 70, 35; 70 
and 80, 7. 


The total number of 
criminal 


cases for the year was 74. Of these 
37 were convicted, 20 being captur- 
ed for outside officers; 10 dismissed 
and one acquitted. 
The amount of 


stolen property reported was f 4,990, 
of which $3,778 was recovered by the 
police. 
The number of bicycles re- 


porter lost or stolen was 56, all of 
which were found and returned. 


During the year the patrol wagon 


made 1082 runs, 
covering 
during 


that time a distance of 1,582 miles 
and carrying 779 prisoners. 
The 


clerks answered 108,436 calls, both 
telephone and patrol boxes; 102 lost 
children were returned to their par- 
ents and 110 doors were found open 
and reported; 848 tramps slept in the 
station during the year, a greater 
number taking lodging in February 
than any one month, there being 147 
during that time.

vania police took care of 87.

these people who were arrested, 206 
were married and 653 single.

shazzar nt which appeared the omin-

Wharton offered a brief prayer be- 
fore beginning his sermon. 


DEATH AT A FROLIC. 


For his text Dr. Wharton selected 


Daniel 5:30: 
"In that night was 


Belshazzar, the king of the Chal- 
deans, slain." In part the evangelist 
said: 


"Death is not a welcome visitor; 


he seems to come at an inopportune 
time for us. To be summoned in the 
midst of feasting and frivolity is 
an especially sad picture. 
From all 


records Babylon must have been the 
greatest city the world 
has ever 


known. It was fifteen miles square, 
surrounded by a wall 350 feet high 
and cig-hty feet in thickness. 
De- 


spite the fact that an Assyrian army 
was then besieging it, Belshazzar 


. feast. Hl» guests were summoned 
t'o the revelry, and then to show that 
he did not fear even Ood himself, 
there were brought the golden ves- 
sels pillaged from the temple. In 
the" midst of this gayety came the 
warning 
message 
upon the wall. 


Here Belshazzar presents a perfect 
illustration of a thoroughly scared 
man. 


"Were you ever in the arrnyP Then 


you know what It means to be scared. 
My old commander, Gen. John 
B. 


Gordon, tells tho story of the soldier 
who was running away as rapidly 
as his legs could carry him, and when 
Gordon demanded why he was run- 
ning from the enemy, the soldier re- 
torted, 'Because I can't fly.' 


GENERAL LAWTON'S STORY. 
•'.'I related General Gordon's story 


at a meeting of the G. A. R. post 
at Rockford, 111., and General Law- 
ton, who was present, told a story 
which he called a companion to the 
Gordon story. 
You know the boys 


in blue could run occasionally, too. 
Sometimes they ran towards us and 
sometimes from us. General Lawton 
told of the soldier who was running 
away, and 
when his commanding 


officer threatened to shoot if he did 
not stop the private replied: 'Shoot 
and be hanged; what's one bullet to 
n bushel!' (Laughter.) I tell you, 
those were scary times! 


"Why was Belshaszar frightened 


at the appearance of the handwriting 
upon the wallP 
He could not read 


the mysterious message; why did he 
not believe it was good instead of 
evil omen? I'll tell you. His con- 
science condemned him. 
What did 


he do? Why, he sent out and sum- 
moned 
his 
scientists. 
They had 


scientists in those days, but they 
could not read it. 


WHERE SCIENCE FAILS. 


"My friends, there has never yet 


been a scientist who could read God's 
handwriting. Science is ever chang- 
ing. 
Why, T.-hcn I — r.s a b?y ar-d 


one had measles, they said 'feed him 
on sage tea;' now they give him cold 
water. When he had typhoid fever, 
they said 'wrap him up and keep him 
warm;' now they put 
him on ice. 


You cnn't pin your faith to science. 
Why. the very day preceding the 
eruption of Mt. Pclee a convention 
of scientists there 
announced that 


they 
had 
carefully examined the 


mountain and that under no circum- 
stances could an eruption occur. 


"But finally came 
Belshazzar's 


mother, the queen, with her good 
advice. Ah, men, had you all mind- 
ed your mothers I would not need to 
be preaching to you today!

moned Daniel to read the inscription 
upon the wall. 
I fancy he found 


that old preacher holding a revival 
or conducting a prayer meeting, or 
something of that sort. Daniel could 
read it, for he recognized the hand- 
writing. It was that of his Heavenly 
Father. He spurned tho king's offer 
of reward. Viut before he interpreted 
the message he courageously told 
the monarch why it had been written. 


AN AWFUL INDICTMENT.

for you today.

Daniel said, 'You had a bad father, 
and you haven't mended your ways.'

car on the ferry and it was a hungry 
lot of people that the Wabash sent 
to a hotel for dinner after the train's 
arrival.

A HISTORIC SPOT.

papers in the possession of George 
J. Stuart, jr., of 2005 Chestnut 
street, is an autograph letter from 
Gen. 
Adam Badeau to Mr. Stuart's 


lather. George H. Stuart, to whom 
General Grant gave in 1805 the log 
cabin that now stands in Fairmount 
park, says the Philadelphia Record, 
The Badeau letter recalls the cabin's 
historical associations, saying: "The 
cabin was built in 1864, so that the 
last four months of the rebellion, 
Immediately prior to the great move- 
ments which resulted in its over- 
throw, were passed by General Grant 
within its walls. 
Here ho received 


the reports of his subordinates al- 
most daily. Here he watched Sher- 
man's route as he came across from 
Atlanta to the sea, and afterward 
along his memorable march through 
the Carolinas; 
from here he dis- 


patched his instructions to Thomas, 
which resulted in the battle of Nash- 
ville and the discomfiture of Hood, 
so that a concentration of nny great 
force in front of Hood was impos- 
sible.

Mr, McCrea Gives Pennsylva- 


nia Officials' Views on the 


Question. 


INTERURBANS ALL RIGHT 


But Grade Crossings Are a 


Menace to Public and No 


More "Should be Made 


James McCrea, first vice president 


of the Pennsylvania lines -west of 
Pittsburg, in an interview with a 
correspondent of the Columbus State 
Journal 
last Saturday concerning 


the Pennsylvania company's attitude 
toward interurban lines, emphasizes 
the position taken by Supt. J. B. 
McKiro when he attempted to pre- 
vent a grade crossing of the 
Fort 


Wayne and Southwestern 
Traction 


company 
on Fairfleld 
avenue last 


spring. 
At that time Mr. McKim 


asserted that the Pennsylvania rail- 
way people did not object to interur- J 
ban lines coming to the city, but 
they did object to grade* crossings, 
such as the interurban people sought 
to make. The interview with Mr. 
McCrea was brought about through 
the company's effort to prevent a 
similar crossing at Canal Dover, 0., 
a town at the junction of the Penn- 
sylvania and the Cleveland, Lorain 
and Wheeling railroads. 
As 
the 


conditions under which the state- 
ments made by Mr. McCrea are prac- 
tically those that existed in this city 
last spring and are likely to arise 
again, the interview will be interest- 
ing to the residents. It was as fol- 
lows: 


"Is it a fact, Mr. McCrea," asked 


the correspondent, "that the Penn- 
sylvania lines west are throwing all 
the obstacles they can in the way 
of building trolley linesP" 


PENNSYLVANIA'S POSITION. 
"The position of the Pennsylvania 


lines," replied Mr. McCrea, -'is not 
based upon the theory that the trol- 
ley lines are detrimental to the in- 
terests of the steam railways—that 
is another 
question 
and 
entirely 


npart. In every instance where we 
have opposed trolley lines it has not 
been in opposition to the trolley line 
itself, but to grade crossings of our 
railroads. 


"It seems to mo that every think- 


ing man must realize that a grade 
crossing of a trolley 
line with a 


steam railway is the most dangerous 
of all grud* crossings.. So long as 
railways, be they steam or trolley, 
are operated by men the opportunity 
for accident, due to the fallibility of 
man, is sure to exist, and no rules 
of safety appliances that have been 
or ever will be developed will elim- 
inate this danger. 


dVERHEAD OR UNDERGRADE. 
"In 90 per cent, of the crossings it 


Is perfectly practicable, with skillful 
engineering and reasonable expendi- 
ture of money, to make them either 
overhead or undergrade. 
It is true 


that to accomplish this it will some- 
times be necessary to make slight 
changes in location that will require 
the public to walk short distance, 
but this is a small premium to pay 
for safety to lift. 


"This company proposes, in every 


case, to place the responsibility for 
these death traps upon the courts 
of the state and 
let them 
decide 


whether, in tho interest of the pub- 
lic, they should be established, and 
in so doing we are not governed by 
any small or selfish purpose, such as 
stopping competition with our roads, 
but the desire to Justify ourselves 
before the public and that our con- 
sciences shall be as clear as possible 
when death or injury takes place. 
HIGHWAY GRADES BAD ENOUGH 


"Think of it—deliberately putting 


a vehicle filled with 
people and 


weighing perhaps twenty tons in the 
path of a thousand ^tons rushing 
along with the speed which in these 
days is demanded by the public! 


"It is bad enough to have grade 


crossings at the public 
highways, 


nnd the 
railroad 
companies 
are 


spending each year very large sums 
of money 
in trying to 
eliminate 


them, but, owing to an apparent dis- 
regard by the public 
for its own 


safety, these crossings 
are being 


forced upon the railways fnr mora 
rapidly than they are being elim- 
inated. 


"Accidents at highway 
crossings 


usually mean death or injury to a 
few individuals who may either be 
walking or riding 
in a wagon or 


buggy, but an accident at a trolley 
crossing necessarily 
means that a 


large number of people concentrated 
in one vehicle will be injured. 
GRADE CROSSING UNNECESSARY 


"As I said before, there is, in 90 


per cent, of the existing trolley grade 
crossings, no necessity for them, as 
by skillful engineering and a reason- 
able expenditure 
of money 
they 


could have been avoided, and the 
same percentage -will probably hold 
good in all grade crossings that trol- 
ley builders are forcing or will try 
to force, but now that there is a law 
•which justifies our position, they can 
only succeed on the Pennsylvania 


through a decision of the 


courts. 


"It seems to me that-the oltieens 


of the middle western states do not 
yet recognize the unnecessary perils 
to which they allow themselves to 
be subjected; east of Ohio the senti- 
ment against these grade crossings is 
much more pronounced. I hope, how- 
ever, that it will not be long before 
the situation is fully realized in all 
parts of the country. 


PROMOTING TROLLEY LINES. 
"Trolley lines, as a rule, are de- 


sired by the 
community 
through 


which they pass. This desire is rec- 
ognized chiefly by the promoters o£ 
trolley lines (largely 
speculators), 


•who take advantage of the situation 
to build a road as cheaply as pos- 
sible, bond it for all.it will stand, 
divide the surplus bonds, give 
the 


stock as a bonus, sell out as soon as 
possible, and leave the task of re- 
adjusting the crossings or the 
re- 


sponsibility for loss of life to their 
successors and the railrcads, instead 
of dividing less and expending more 
to provide the safety which the pub- 
lic has a right to demand of them. 


"The same rule in regard to grade 


crossings of highways with steam 
railways does not apply in tho case 
of trolley lines crossing steam rail- 
roads. Most of the former.were con- 
structed at a time when money was 
scarce and when the railroads were 
needed to develop the country, and 
even then some of the same schemes 
were used, but what was excusable 
then is criminal now. and this com- 
pany will follow the policy that I 
have outlined—of placing- the 
re- 


sponsibility for 
these deathtraps 


where it can be legally fixed." 


STEAM AND TROLLEY. 


"Do you, then," Mr. McCrea was 


asked, "consider trolley lines detri- 
mental to the 
interests 
of steam 


linesP'' 


"Where the trolley lines serve as 


feeders to steam railroad," replied 
Mr. McCrea, "I should say they were 
a benefit, but •where they are direct 
competitors I cannot as yet see where 
the steam railroads 
are benefited, 


and yet time may develop the fact 
that such is the case. 


"As a rule, anything that fills the 


urgent want of the public docs not 
adversely affect that which already 
exists, and experience 
may prove 


that the building of even competing 
trolleys may have been to the steam 
railroads a blessing in disguise."

When Prof. Samuel F. B. Morse in- 


vented the electric telegraph, par- 
ticularly that part known as the key, 
and Vis system of signals, consisting 
of dots nnd dashes, and known as 
the Morse alphabet, probably no one 
dreamed of the great future and far- 
reaching cilects of this key—dot- 
dash trio. In the Morse alphabet, 
the letter P is composed of five dots; 
tlm l»Hov B of n rtnsh and three dots. 
etc. 
When the operator manipulates 


the key in sending the letter P, he is 
compelled to depress the lever five 
times, and, consequently, release it 
five times. As the Morse alphabet 
is largely composed of dots it will 
seem that it requires great nerve ex- 
ertion in manipulating the key rap- 
idly for hours at a time. An operator 
transmitting 15,000 words in eight 
hours, as many do, is compelled to 
make approximately 180,000 relax- 
ations, each requiring a nerve exer- 
tion which travels from the spine. 
The natural result of this strain upon 
the nerves is a partial or total loss 
of control over the nerves, and the 
openttur is then tHtiu to be afllicteu 
with telegrapher's paralysis and is 
unable to manipulate the Morse key. 
with any degree of satisfaction, says 
the New York Evening Post. 


Many attempts have been made to 


devise something that would relievo 
the paralyzed aim. These endeavors 
have consisted of special keys of all 
kinds as well as lotions and potions. 
While some of these have given tem- 
porary relief they failed to get away 
from 
the 
fundamentally of 
the 


Morse key—that is, the necessity of 
making a nerve exertion for each im- 
pulse to be transmitted. But after 
these many years and after millions 
upon millions of dots have 
been 


wasted, so to speak, an instrument 
has been invented which makes the 
dots automatically, but still retains 
all of the merits but not the de- 
merits of the old Morse key. 


The instrument is known as the 


autoplex and is about the size of the 
Morse relay. It has one key, tho 
lever of which works from the side, 
there being a contact point on either 
side. If the manipulator throws the 
lever to the right this act sets in mo- 
tion the automatic dot mechanism 
and dots are automatically propa- 
gated into the line as long as the 
lever is held to that side and held 
there for the proper length of time. 
This ability to lengthen, the dashes is 
one of the important features of the 
autoplex as in the old Morse key, as 
it permits the operator to emphasize 
his sending, which emphasis is done 
with dashes.
